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Hide a Bad Cop, Get Promoted 

A judge slams the OCDA for prosecutorial misconduct in a DUI case... and nothing happens 



T he National Registry of Exon¬ 
erations, a project of the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan School of 
Law, issued findings this month 
about the country’s criminal-justice sys¬ 
tem’s failures. The group reported 1,733 
exonerations of prisoners in the past 
26 years, including 149 cases last year, a 
record number topping the previous year, 
which, underscor¬ 
ing the trend, 
was also a record. 
According to inves¬ 
tigators, prosecuto¬ 
rial misconduct 
helped secure 
nearly 44 percent of 
those bogus convic¬ 
tions. “Since 2011, 
the annual number 
of exonerations has 
more than dou¬ 
bled,” the authors noted. “We now average 
nearly three exonerations a week.” 

There is no way to measure the true 
extent of prosecutorial mischief, of 
course, because—as we’ve learned during 
Orange County’s ongoing, jailhouse-infor- 
mant scandal—the public-payroll cheaters 
routinely escape detection. These offend¬ 
ers taint the process by posing Forrest 
Gump-oblivious to their transgressions, 
habitually lying, taking advantage of gov¬ 
ernment secrecy and exploiting the aid 
of collaborators, fellow prosecutors and 
judges who remain mum when they see 
corruption. In 2010, for example, Superior 
Court Judge John D. Conley, a former 
prosecutor, refused to even lackadaisically 
wag his finger at two sheriff’s deputies 
caught lying on the witness stand to help 
his former employer, the Orange County 
district attorney’s office (OCDA), tilt a 
Laguna Niguel residential-burglary case. 

There are consequences to a criminal- 
justice system that espouses its own 
righteousness but tacitly lets dirty gov¬ 
ernment agents know they won’t likely 
get caught and, if they are, will face no 
punishment. That’s not speculation. In 
2015, during another disturbing sequence 
of events, Superior Court Judge Thomas 
M. Goethals ruled two senior jail depu¬ 
ties repeatedly lied in a death-penalty 
case, but neither their boss, Sheriff Sandra 
Hutchens, nor the person who could have 
prosecuted the crimes, District Attorney 
Tony Rackauckas, held them accountable. 
Such indifference to unethical conduct 
serves to green-light additional duplici¬ 
tous moves by individuals with enormous 
state power to end a citizen’s freedom. 

Prosecutorial cheating apparently 
extends to relatively minor trials, too. Late 


last year, our two daily newspapers, the Los 
Angeles Times and Orange County Register, 
failed to tell their readers about a troubling 
case originating in Irvine. OCDA officials 
filed a 2013 DUI charge against Sandra 
Goelman, who was involved in a 7:45 a.m. 
traffic accident with an Orange County 
Transportation Authority bus. The then- 
63-year-old Goelman hadn’t consumed 
alcohol or illegal substances, but about 
nine hours before the incident, she’d taken 
the sleep aid Ambien. 

This otherwise-meaningless case evolved 
“from a normal, if there was such a thing, 
Ambien DUI case to a radioactive one,” 
according to Superior Court Judge Gregory 
W. Jones. The mess had nothing to do with 
Goelman or her lawyers. The controversy 
centered on two questions: Did Deputy 
DA James Hong lie in hopes of unfairly 
strengthening the government’s case? And, 
if so, what were the consequences? 

In late 2014, the OCDA quietly removed 
Matthew Andrade, an Irvine Police 
Department officer who responded to the 
collision, as a trial witness and refused to 
explain why, raising suspicion for Peter F. 
Iocona, Goelman’s Laguna Beach-based 
defense attorney. Iocona got a court order 
for the officer to appear, but he failed to 
show up at a hearing. During an April 22, 
2015, pretrial session in Judge Douglas 
Hatchimonji’s chambers inside the Har¬ 
bor Justice Center in Newport Beach, the 
defense attorney reported that the cop 
refused to share his contact information 
with anyone but the OCDA. Hatchimonji 
asked Hong if he knew how to reach the

officer. According to court records filed by 
the defense and reviewed by the Weekly, 
the deputy DA declared “he had no infor¬ 
mation regarding Mr. Andrade’s where¬ 
abouts or why he did not appear pursuant 
to the court order.” 

However, three months later, on July 15, 
Andrade called Goelman’s defense, who’d 
gained an arrest warrant against him for 
failing to appear in court, and dropped a 
bombshell, one he supplemented with a 
sworn affidavit. He claimed Hong tele¬ 
phoned his private cellphone on April 14 
and told him not to show up for testimony. 
The cop wasn’t guessing as to who called 
him; he possessed cellphone records. 

Given the extraordinary trust Orange 
County juries typically give law-enforce¬ 
ment witnesses because they wear badges, 
why would a deputy DA want this par¬ 
ticular cop to mysteriously disappear? 

An easy answer is available. After 
the Goelman accident, Irvine PD fired 
Andrade for an act of dishonesty, accord¬ 
ing to court records. Other than Assistant 
DA Jennifer Contini testifying the officer 
“lied to a sergeant,” the circumstances are 
not known. California law, the so-called 
Police Officers’ Bill of Rights, blocks pub¬ 
lic access to such details. 

During a Sept. 15 hearing, Hong—who 
joined the OCDA in August 2011 after 
graduating from Trinity Law School- 
downplayed events, but he admitted 
a review of his own cellphone records 
matched the ex-cop’s time line. 

Under questioning by Alan Castillo, 
Iocona’s colleague, the deputy DA 


acknowledged telling Hatchimonji he 
had no clue how to contact the cop, even 
though he’d phoned the man seven days 
earlier for a six-minute, on-duty conversa¬ 
tion. Believing events raised the issue of 
criminal witness tampering by dissuad¬ 
ing an individual from testifying, Castillo 
demanded Hong explain the discrepancy. 
“Because I had no recollection of that 
conservation with Mr. Andrade,” the 
prosecutor asserted. 

Toward the end of the contentious 
hearing, Castillo also asked Hong if he had 
been confused when he told Hatchimonji 
he didn’t know how to contact Andrade. 
“Yes,” the deputy DA replied after Judge 
Jones rejected multiple objections by 
senior prosecutors in attendance, Sonia 
Balleste and Mark Sacks. “I initially felt 
confused about what’s going on.... The 
problem is it’s not my case. So it’s difficult 
for me to be familiar with everything 
that’s going on and feel comfortable.” 

The judge didn’t buy Hong’s claim 
of being unaware of Andrade’s status as 
a “radioactive witness” for the govern¬ 
ment’s case. “I cannot conceive of an 
innocent explanation for [the deputy DA] 
being mute [when Hatchimonji asked 
why the cop failed to attend court],” Jones 
ruled. “I think [Hong] realized he had 
made a big mistake releasing a witness 
from appearing on a judge’s order and he 
said nothing. So, I do believe that there 
was prosecutorial misconduct. I’m con¬ 
vinced of that fact.” 

To underscore his view, the judge cited 
what he called a Plato quote to the prose¬ 
cutors. “We can easily forgive a child who 
is afraid of the dark,” he read aloud. “The 
real tragedy of life is when men are afraid 
of the light.” 

But would the OCDA be punished? No. 
Jones determined Goelman’s constitu¬ 
tional rights had not been prejudiced to 
warrant a pretrial dismissal of the case. 

Did Hong endure as much as a wrist 
slap? No. Rackauckas transferred him from 
misdemeanor duties to a more powerful 
division of the agency, the felony panel unit, 
a move that usually leads to a pay raise. 

The Ambien DUI case went to trial in 
mid-October. Prosecutors demanded the 
Andrade/Hong affair be hidden because 
its exposure would air “a meritless” 
accusation that the OCDA “engaged in 
criminal misconduct.” After four days of 
testimony, jurors deadlocked.

P eople have compiled histo¬ 
ries of baseball in Orange 
County, of our long-gone 
walnut growers, of films 
shot here before the advent of talking 
movies. Chronicles about the Hun¬ 
tington Beach Fourth of July parade, 
about the Hippie Mafia, about a guy's 
visit to the Santa Ana Valley in the 
1860s. Tomes devoted to old railroads, 
orange-crate labels, even Aliso Viejo, 
where nothing remarkable has ever 
happened—ever. 

But nowhere in OC's many history 
books will you find much info on our 
most unsung industry: sex scandals. 


Few other places in the U.S. can boast 
such a hypocritical mix of prudish 
mores and a libido that matches any 
Tushy.com ingenue, which usually 
translates to shocking, sometimes 
hilarious incidents that no proper 
history ever bothered to jot down. 
Thankfully, we ain't proper, so con¬ 
sider us the Herodotus of smut—but 
you knew that already, right? 

The following is just a sampling 
of all the nasty, disturbing, crazy, 
insane or just plain embarrassing 
sex scandals that Orange County 
has seen through the ages, ones that 
sent tongues clucking and authori¬ 


ties scrambling to cover up the dirty 
deeds. Special attention was given to 
incidents involving people abusing 
their positions of power. We mostly 
excluded hot-for-teacher cases (save 
the most infamous one) because that 
deserves a whole volume of the Ency¬ 
clopedia Britannica. We're a bit light 
on stuff before the 1980s, but we'll 
keep digging. 

And we limited the tales of Mike 
Carona to just one entry ’cause you’d 
need a full decontamination shower 
after reading that pervy pendejo’s 
past, you know? Enjoy, and keep a 
barf bag nearby.... 
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1834: Priests at Mission San Juan 
Capistrano ban La Varsouvianna, a waltz 
that’s all the rage in Alta California at the 
time, under penalty of excommunication. 
How dirty was the dance? According to 
Leo J. Friis’ Orange County Through Four 
Centuries, La Varsouvianna would see 
a woman “[stand] at her partner’s left 
with her arms raised. The left hand of the 
gentleman reached behind her shoulders 
and gently clasped her left hand, and their 
right hands were joined.” In other words, 
the original twerk. 

1876: The Societas Fraternia sets up a 
commune in Placentia. They introduce 
vegan eating, loquats and macadamias 
to Orange County, but residents—who 
ridiculed them as the Placentia Grass Eat¬ 
ers—fear their free-love way. The Santa 
Ana Standard opined in 1890, “A little 
wholesome hanging would be good for the 
entire community of frauds and fanatics.” 
1882: About 40 former members of the 
Oneida Colony, a utopian community in 
upstate New York that also practiced free 
love, arrive in Santa Ana and buy up the 
land that’s now the Civic Center. Their 
leader is James W. Towner, who’d go on 
to become Orange County’s first judge. 
Writing of the group, the Standard— the 
Orange County Register of its day—warned 
men, “It will be a good idea for parents 
to keep their eyes on their daughters and 
husbands on their weak wives.” A century 
and a quarter later, the same would be 
said of Mike Carona. 



1889: OC’s first example of slut-shaming 
happens to Modesta Avila, prosecuted 
for allegedly trying to derail a Southern 
Pacific train (she hammered a fence post 
on the tracks near her San Juan Capistrano 
road as a form of political protest). Her 
first trial ended in a hung jury; during her 
second one, rumors circulated that she 
was pregnant, which swayed the jury into 


convicting her. On appeal, Avila’s attorney 
argued that her “real crime is that she is 
a poor girl not having sense enough to 
have been married.” She was sent to San 
Quentin State Prison, where she died in 
1891. Avila couldn’t escape the whispers 
about her virtue in death—the Standard 
wrote she was “a well-known favorite of 
the Santa Ana boys,” while OC’s histo¬ 
rian emeritus Jim Sleeper wrote nearly a 
century later that Avila was a “charming 
dark-eyed beauty... who relied more 
on her beauty than her intelligence to 
keep food on the table and a roof over her 
head.” Asshole. 



1913: Richard Nixon—the unsexiest man in 
human history—was born in Yorba Linda. 
How unsexy? In a 2011 post shooting down 
allegations that Tricky Dick had a secret 
homosexual relationship with longtime 
confidante Bebe Rebozo, eternal apologist 
John Taylor wrote, “Nixon was hetero¬ 
sexual. He loved smart, attractive women, 
flirted with them keenly if ineptly, and had 
no sexual energy whatsoever with men.” 
Isn’t that what they said about Roy Cohn? 



1948: The Balboa Bay Club opens. Its 
steam rooms become a second board room 
for GOP bigwigs to conduct business— 
sometimes with towels, sometimes sans, 
and always with young, handsome male 
staffers sweatin’ with the oldies. 

1966: The Los Angeles Angels move to 
Anaheim. OC becomes renowned among 
baseball players for its Annies, the sport’s 
nickname for groupies. 

Late 1960s: Political lore maintains that a 
local newspaper printed the names of men 
caught in a gay raid. Among the names, 
per the lore? Tom 
Fuentes, who’d 
go on to become 
the rabidly anti¬ 
gay head of the 
Orange County 
Republican Party. 

No one has ever 
found that clipping; 
what’s undisputed 



now is that Fuentes was a-flamin\ 

1971 : Wide World opens. It’s among the 
first swinger clubs in the United States. 
Orange County becomes one of the coun¬ 
try’s primary spots for “the lifestyle,” 
as swingers call themselves. Such clubs 
spend the next 50 years in a cat-and- 
mouse game with authorities and puri¬ 
tanical neighbors, many of whom end up 
eventually succumbing to the allure of 
wife swapping. 

1975: The Orange County district attor¬ 
ney’s office (OCDA) tells the Archdiocese 
of Los Angeles to start psychological care 
for Eleuterio Ramos, a priest at St. Joseph 
Church in Placentia, citing “a recent inci¬ 
dent.” Ramos would go on to become the 
most prolific pedophile priest in Orange 
County history, molesting at least 25 boys 
and never serving a day in jail. 

1982: Our first national sex scandal 
emerges when Republican State Senator 
John Schmitz, a Republican so conser¬ 
vative that Nixon conspired to get him 
elected out of his former congressional 
seat, admits to fathering children out 
of wedlock with a GOP volunteer. This 
ruins Schmitz’s political career and is the 
setup to the punch line that would be his 
daughter—keep reading! 

1982: Foxfire opens in Anaheim Hills, 
single-handedly creating the MILF/cou- 
gar category. Generations of bros rejoice. 
Mid-1980s: St. Joseph Catholic Church 
in Santa Ana unveils a mural of Jesus in 
which he resembles a naked teenager. 
Quickly deemed “The 
Boner Jesus,” the 
mural would , 
stand for more 
than 30 years, 
a time when the 
Diocese of Orange 
covered up mul¬ 
tiple instances of 
abusive priests going 
after kiddies in its par¬ 
ishes. “Quite a bizarre 
painting,” Bishop Nor¬ 
man McFarland would 
say years later during a 
deposition, adding that 
homeowners living around St. Joseph 
complained that a parish priest had 
“painted a naked man up there,” graphi¬ 
cally displaying Him “in the state of erec¬ 
tion.” It was finally painted over in 2013. 





1986: Dozens of supporters of Father 
Andrew Christian Andersen write to 
Orange County Superior Court Judge 


Luis A. Cardenas asking for clemency. 

He had just been convicted of 26 felony 
counts of child molestation while serv¬ 
ing at St. Bonaventure in Huntington 
Beach. George Niederauer, who’d go on 
to become bishop of Salt Lake City, told 
His Honor that what Andersen did with 
the kids was little more than “wrestling” 
and “horseplay.” Jaime Soto, who’d go on 
to become an auxiliary bishop in Orange 
County and is currently Bishop of the 
Diocese of Sacramento, added that “our 
associations with others run the grave risk 
of being misunderstood by all parties.” 
The pleas for sympathy work: Cardenas 
gave Andersen no prison time, instead 
ordering him to visit a pedophile rehabili¬ 
tation center in New Mexico. Four years 
later, Andersen was arrested for trying to 
sodomize a 14-year-old boy. 

1988: Before a shocked jury, Judge 
Cardenas reveals that a deputy marshal 
in a murder trial he was presiding over 
had an affair with the accused. Marsha 
Leslie Evans had carried on an affair 
with Joselito Cinco, who would be found 
guilty of murdering two San Diego police 
officers. During a search of Cinco’s cell, 
investigators found love letters between 
the two and nude photos of Evans. 

1992: Newport-Mesa Unified School 
District school finance officer Stephen 
A. Wagner pleads guilty to embezzling 
more than $3.5 million. He used the 
funds to pay for a lavish lifestyle that 
included luxury cars, fur coats and a 
secret gay life Wagner kept away from 
colleagues and his family. 



1994: More than 350 parents and stu¬ 
dents of Santa Margarita Catholic High 
School hold a rally for former principal 
Michael Harris, who had just been sued 
for sexual molestation. At a park, sup¬ 
porters sang “For He’s a Jolly Good Fel¬ 
low” while a plane overhead flew a ban¬ 
ner expressing support for Harris. They 
did this despite the Diocese of Orange 
having a report that diagnosed Harris 
with an attraction to teenage boys, stat¬ 
ing that “there is substance to the allega¬ 
tions” of abuse and that, of the accusa¬ 
tions, “only a few of the actual incidents 
of abuse that have occurred.” Lawsuits 
against Harris would go on to cost the 
Diocese tens of millions of dollars—yet 
he still has supporters in Orange County. 
1996: A former aide of Assemblyman Mickey 
Conroy files a sexual-harassment suit against 
her former boss. Among the disclosures: 
Conroy hung a sign inside his Capitol build¬ 
ing office that stated, “Sexual harassment 
will not be tolerated; it will be graded.” 



















1997: Mary Kay Letourneau, daughter 
of John Schmitz, is arrested for having 
sexual relations with her 12-year-old stu¬ 
dent in Washington. A picture of the two 
emerges, with Letourneau’s coquettish 
look at the kid becoming a staple of scan¬ 
dal sheets and television shows ever since. 
The two remain together—um, okay. 

2001 : The California Board of Registered 
Nursing (BRN) revokes the nursing 
license of Kevin Duane Van Otterloo after 
he pleaded guilty to two misdemeanor 
counts of lewd conduct involving him and 
a minor while serving as a supervising 
nurse at Orange County Juvenile Hall. A 
report by the BRN stated that guards at 
Juvenile Hall ignored the teenager’s pleas 
that he not be left alone with Van Otterloo, 
who proceeded to rub “the outside of [the 
victim’s] pants in the groin area” before 
“orally copulating]” the teen. Despite this 
abuse, the Orange County Health Care 
Agency did not fire Van Otterloo for the 
crime; he was given a promotion. 

2001 : Rock Harbor Church founder Keith 
Page steps down as head pastor of the 
Costa Mesa ministry after admitting to an 
extramarital affair with a female church 
member. Why is this relatively vanilla epi¬ 
sode here? Beats us, but evangelicals were 
disturbed by this for years after—silly kids! 
2001 : John Lenihan, pastor at St. Edward 
the Confessor Catholic Church in Dana 
Point, is removed from his post after 
admitting to the Los Angeles Times that 
he had consensual, sexual relations with 
adult women. Lenihan had previously 
admitted to church officials that he had 
molested teenage girls and had even 
publicly been outed for that abuse—but 
relations with actual women? The Orange 
diocese forced Lenihan to get laicized for 
that—heckuva job, Brownie! 


2002: Greg Haidl, Kyle Nachreiner and 
Keith Spann videotape themselves sexu¬ 
ally assaulting an unconscious 16-year-old 
girl on a Corona del Mar sofa and pool 
table with a pool cue, Snapple bottle, 
apple juice can and a lit cigarette in the 



victim’s vagina and rectum. The sub¬ 
sequent trial eventually brought down 
Greg’s father (Don, a lieutenant sheriff), 
George Jaramillo (another lieutenant 
sheriff) and Sheriff Mike Carona, as well 
as sent Haidl, Nachreiner and Spann to 
prison. They now have to register as sex 
offenders for life. Yet to this day, swaths 
of Newport Beach insist that their victim 
was merely acting in the film and liked it. 
2002: Former Westminster police officer 
John Nelissen wins $15,000 after a judge 
ruled he had been illegally videotaped 
while having sex with a woman. The 
woman had sued Westminster Police 
Department, claiming she recorded the 
encounter to prove Nelissen had offered 
her a deal: In exchange for sex, he’d go 
easy on the woman’s fiance, who had 
been arrested for stealing computer 
equipment. Westminster PD fired Nelis¬ 
sen after he had repeatedly lied to OCDA 
prosecutors about the coitus, ’fessing up 
only when confronted with the tape. The 
woman also had to pay the legal fees for 
the city of Westminster. 

2003: Huntington Beach police officer 
Mark Trachman is fired, arrested and con¬ 
victed for sexually assaulting a 14-year- 
old girl he was interviewing at her home 
about a statutory-rape complaint. He was 
also popped on a misdemeanor count for 
coercing a 26-year-old woman to expose 
her breasts and other parts of her body 
and asked about her underwear of choice 
during a traffic stop. The three-year prison 
sentence Trachman eventually got was 
less than the maximum five years prosecu¬ 
tors sought because Judge James A. Stot- 
ler feared for Trachman’s safety in prison. 



2003: Kobe Bryant gets accused of raping 
a hotel worker in Colorado. No criminal 
charges are filed, but Bryant settles a civil 
suit with the woman. More embarrass¬ 
ingly, Bryant holds a tearful press confer¬ 
ence alongside his wife, Vanessa, in which 
he admitted his infidelity in such a pussi- 
fied manner that the clip became immor¬ 
talized on The Tom Leykis Show, complete 
with a moaning woman on a squeaky bed. 
Even more embarrassing? A Colorado 
police report published on The Smoking 
Gun revealed Bryant liked to ejaculate on 
women’s faces. Gives a whole new mean¬ 
ing to “shooting guard.” 

2003: From the beginning of Steve Low¬ 
ery’s cover story “Don Bren’s Phallus 
Complex”: “I was willing to look past

2004: The Los Angeles Times reports that 
Enoch Lonnie Ford, a former worker with 
Trinity Broadcasting Network (TBN), 
had been paid $425,000 to not reveal his 
allegations about a homosexual affair 
with TBN head Paul Crouch. In a let¬ 
ter the Times cited, a TBN lawyer wrote 
that Crouch’s son, Matt Crouch, had told 
another lawyer, “I am devastated; I am 
confronted with having to face the fact 
that my father is a homosexual.” 

2005: Former OC Weekly Commie Girl 
Rebecca Schoenkopf finally admits what 
she had hinted at for years: In 2003, she saw 


an Anaheim Angels World Series hero [NOT 
SPIEZIO] receive ablowjob from an Annie 
in the parking lot at the Grove of Anaheim. 
2005: Anaheim police officer Bradley 
Stewart Wagner is arrested after threat¬ 
ening an undocumented woman with 
deportation unless she performed oral 
sex on him. Later, two other women come 
forward with stories of Wagner assault¬ 
ing them. He eventually pleaded guilty to 
multiple felonies and was sentenced to 
four years in state prison. 

2007: Jeffrey Ray Nielsen, a former aide 
to Congressman Dana Rohrabacher and 
friend to numerous OC GOP politicians 
and staffers, pleaded guilty to molesting 
two boys. Originally charged in 2003, 
the OCDA let the case drag for years so 
Nielsen’s victims could appear older than 
at the time of the crimes in an effort to 
reduce his eventual sentence. 

2007: Longtime GOP operative Matt Cun¬ 
ningham releases an unredacted deposi¬ 
tion on a blog that reveals the name of 
six Catholic Church sex-abuse victims. 

He eventually apologized, but only after 
getting letters from John Manly, the pio¬ 
neering lawyer who successfully sued the 
Diocese of Orange for tens of millions of 
dollars and whom Cunningham thought 
was a big ol’ meanie. Months later, the two 
would meet during a court hearing; Cun¬ 
ningham nearly shit his pants. 

2007: UC Irvine drops a lawsuit filed 
against the widow of philosophy legend 
Jacques Derrida over scholarly papers he 
pledged to donate to the university, which 
already had the bulk of his collection. 

At issue was the university investigating 
a Derrida protege accused of sexually 
harassing a female graduate student. 
While the student (an expert in vampire 
literature) was ultimately absolved of 
any wrongdoing, UCI’s treatment of him 
angered Derrida so much that he with¬ 
drew from the deal. UCI was forced to pay 
Derrida’s legal fees—deconstruct that! 
2007: A jury finds former Irvine police 
officer David Alex Park not guilty of 
three felony counts of using his badge for 
sexual favors involving 
his ejaculating on 
a stripper during 
an early-morning 
traffic stop in 
Laguna Beach. 

Never mind that 
Park had run the 
dancer’s license 1 
plates or had 
disengaged his 
GPS as he trailed 
her—a jury bought Park’s 
defense that he was the actual victim. 

“She got what she wanted,” said Park’s 
attorney. “She’s an overtly sexual person.” 
2008: On secretly recorded tapes, Sheriff 
Carona brags to his former lieutenant, 
Don Haidl, that in his career, he “got 
some, you know, phenomenal pussy 
along the way.” It’s a fine cap to a law- 
enforcement career that saw him take a 
photograph with a topless Russian pros¬ 
titute covered only by his sheriff’s coat, 
have sex with a female deputy in a squad 





































car, and get his penis immortalized in 
OC chronicles as “The Little Sheriff.” 
Deploy barf bag now! 

2008: More than 1,500 Chapman Uni¬ 
versity students storm staid Old Towne 
Orange during their biannual Undie Run, 
causing $13,000 in damages to the pla¬ 
za’s iconic fountain. The neighborhood’s 
Miss Havishams think this is their shot 
to stop Chapman’s sexy coeds from drop¬ 
ping trou and frolicking in front of their 
Victorians, but the libertarian school 
ponies up the cash and works with 
the city to ensure Panthers don’t ruin 
stuff anymore. The Undie Run is now a 
beloved Orange tradition alongside the 
International Street Fair and Chapman’s 
scary bronze busts. 

2009: Los Angeles Police Department 
Officer Ralph Cameron Lakin II pleaded 
guilty to taking upskirt photos of under¬ 
age girls “with the intent to sexually 
gratify himself.” He was caught by Mark 
Dornan, son of infamous Congressman 
Bob—the finest thing that family ever did. 




2009: Before the start of a cable-televised 
committee hearing, Yorba Linda Assem¬ 
blyman Mike Duvall tells a colleague about 
his affair with a lobbyist. “She wears little 
eye-patch underwear,” said Duvall, who 
was married with two children. “So, the 
other day she came here with her 
underwear—Thurs¬ 
day. And so, we 
had made love 
Wednes¬ 
day—a 
lot! And 
so she’s, 
she’s all, T 
am going up 
and down the 
stairs, and you’re dripping out of me!’ So 
messy!” Duvall didn’t know his sexy talk 
was caught on air; he resigned a week later. 
2010: Televangelist Benny Hinn denies 
a National Enquirer report that he had 
an affair with fellow God squawker 
Paula White. That leads to a lawsuit by 
Christian publishing house Strang Com¬ 
munications, who alleged that Hinn’s 
behavior had violated a morality clause 
in his contract with them. Hinn went on 
to admit to an “inappropriate relation¬ 
ship” with White. 

2011: Former Huntington Park Police 
Chief Paul Lawrence Wadley is arrested 
for leaving photos of his genitalia for and 
exposing his genitals to women in parks 
around Anaheim Hills. He eventually 
pleads guilty to prowling and vehicle tam¬ 
pering and never spends a day in jail. 



2012: OC Jail deputy Jen¬ 
nifer Tamara McClain 
is arrested for hav- ^ 
ing an affair with 
inmate Chris¬ 
topher Roger 
Brown. Did we 
forget to mention 
that McClain is 
African-Amer¬ 
ican and Brown 
was a white 
supremacist? 

2014: The Califor¬ 
nia Commission 
on Judicial Per¬ 
formance censured 

Judge Scott Steiner, who is married with 
young kids, for having sex in his chambers 
with Chapman University law school 
students; attempting to get one of 
the women a taxpayer-funded 
job with his former boss, DA 
Tony Rackauckas; and failing to 
recuse himself from a case involv¬ 
ing an attorney who was one of his 
close friends. Part of the investigation 
involved investigators ripping out 
pieces of carpet from Steiner’s judicial 
chambers—allegedly the favored place for 
Hizzoner to carry on his liaisons because 
the couch squeaked too much. 

2016: Former Santa Ana City Council¬ 
man Carlos Bustamante is sentenced to a 
year in prison. He pleaded guilty to three 
felony counts of attempted sexual battery 
against his workers in his role as a Public 


Works administrator for the county of 
Orange. The scandal led to the resigna¬ 
tion of Bustamante’s boss, former county 
CEO Thomas Mauk. Bustamante didn’t 
let the scandal phase him; in August, he 
appeared in the Santa Ana City Coun¬ 
cil chambers to accept an award with a 
pretty restaurant owner in tow. “It’s great 
to see you,” Councilman David Benavides 
told Bustamante before the meeting’s 
audience. “And great to have you back in 
the house.” NO CHILL.

Pack Your Money and Go 

Amar Santana’s Vaca is there so you can meet the Top Chef contender 

and eat very good Spanish food

O ne of the first things I saw at 
Vaca, Amar Santana’s new 
Spanish restaurant across from 
South Coast Plaza, was the 
ham leg propped up on a proper jamonera, 
an L-shaped board with two metal stirrups 
specifically designed for displaying Span¬ 
ish hams. That the ham was essentially lit 
by a spotlight as the star of the embutido 
bar should tell you how much Vaca is sell¬ 
ing it for. As of this writing, an ounce of 
the jamon Iberico cinco jotas will set you 
back $36. Why so much? Because not only 
has this salt-cured hind leg of pork been 
aged for five years, but it also came from 
a specific breed that was allowed to roam 
free in an oak forest and feed on its acorns. 
But will you be able to tell the difference 
between it and the $12-per-ounce la quer- 
cia coppa Americana? 

After admitting I probably wouldn’t, I 
chose the cheaper paleta Iberico Fermin 
for my charcuterie plate. It came from 
the shoulder of the beast and costs $18 
per ounce, which was still more than 
most illicit substances. But as each satiny 
ribbon of pork melted on my tongue, I 
kind of forgot that every bite was the cost 
equivalent of putting a $5 bill directly 
into my mouth. Aside from the cost, the 
chance to taste real Iberico ham was 
a treat, which up until a few years ago 
wasn’t something the USDA even allowed 
into this country. 

To my expensive aged Spanish pork, 

I added expensive aged Spanish cheese. 

I chose the eight-month manchego at 
the suggestion of my server, who said I’d 
be able to “taste the cheese more” with 
it over the three-month manchego. I 
didn’t press him on how much better the 


12-month manchego retailing for $1 more 
would’ve been. I figured I’d be wasting 
my money at that point. Besides, there 
were other things on my platter that 
made more of a difference. The Marcona 
almonds shattered like toffee; the crackers 
and tiny breadsticks tasted freshly baked. 
And the housemade compote and pickles, 
especially the cauliflower, were already 
making my $23 investment seem more 
than fair. 

Still, it’s probably wise to not think 
about cost when you go to Vaca. Even if 
you avoid the spectacular cocktails con¬ 
ceived by Gabrielle Dion, an evening at 
Vaca can quickly become very expensive, 
especially if you actually want a steak. 

A slab of cow here tops out at $55 per 
pound for the beef rib steak aged 50 days. 
Most customers on the night of my visit 
were content in just taking pictures of 
the marbled cuts behind the glass display 
case, then constructing their actual dinner 
from the tapas menu. You should do this, 
too—it’s full of intriguing stuff. 

It was where I found the erizos con 
huevo, sea urchin cooked with soft scram¬ 
bled eggs deposited into the spiky hol- 
lowed-out shell of the urchin itself. As I 
spooned the wiggling curds onto a slightly 
stale plank of buttered toast, I realized a 
blond woman at the next table was staring 
at me. She had ordered a salad. 

I would also recommend the grilled 
calamari, served with its char-kissed 
whole mantles over stewed eggplant. The 
squid steak was soft enough to cut with a 
fork. But the best dish of the night had to 
be the smoked-chicken cannelloni. Think 
of it as a chicken enchilada crossed with 
a cheese blini served over a lake of foie 


gras sauce. I’m not sure if Santana ever 
offered it to the judges on the current 
season of Top Chef, but if he did, Padma 
Lakshmi would’ve surely swooned over it, 
especially because he showered the soft 
tubes with crunchy furikake to put it over 
the top. 

And if there were a paella-themed chal¬ 
lenge, Santana would’ve dominated. He 
serves four kinds at Vaca: an all-meat with 
blood sausage and duck; an all-seafood 
with octopus; a vegetarian; and the most 
interesting of all, a fideua, pasta cooked 
in the style of paella. In Santana’s version, 
it’s blackened by squid ink, then topped 
with calamari rings, almonds and a ginger 
lime aioli. I loved the dish not because it’s 
possibly the most cost-effective thing you 
can order at Vaca, but also because the 
noodles themselves were cut to inch-long 
strands and tasted closer to Filipino-style 
pancit than actual pasta. 

This brings me to the man himself—a 
Top Chef contender and the real reason a 
reservation at Vaca is going to be harder 
to get the longer he stays in contention 
on the show. Despite the packed house, 
it’s easy to locate him. He’ll be the chef 
with the biggest grin, the one shaking 
hands and posing for pictures while 
leading his team to bigger heights. Do 
those heights include winning Top Chefi 
He can’t say, but that Iberico is one hell 
of a clue....

S ometimes, our culture's current 
fetishization to try the most "authen¬ 
tic" ethnic food available hits hilarious 
detours, and that's what happened 
with my repeated visits at Thai Cuisine 
Express. We're long past the age of Thai 
food as exotic, which means I'm usually 
not reviewing Thai unless it has regional 
specialties. And that's what initially drew 
me to this cluttered spot in a tired Buena 
Park strip mall: On the badly faded menu 
posted outside, I saw a dish I had never 
heard of, kai jiew moo saap. Egg with 
pork—what the hell could that be? 

But every time I'd visit the restaurant, 
I'd get sidetracked by its other, great 
offerings. Thai Cuisine Express is like 
Janus, looking to the past and future of 
Thai food in America. It stacks its lunch 
menu with specials that draw in office 
drones and working-class guys to this 
curious stretch of OC, culturally more La 
Mirada, Artesia and Cerritos than Buena 
Park, more 91 freeway than anything 
else. The pad Thai is fine, the curries bet¬ 
ter, the fried fish nuggets with mint leaf 
perfect. But Thai Cuisine Express spe¬ 
cializes in seafood dishes for Thais: giant 
fillets simmered in ginger, funky boat 
noodle soup, and soft-shell crab fried as 
good as anything from the Chesapeake 
Bay. A whole trout garnished with apple 
relish? Spectacular. 

I visited about half a dozen times, 
making segues into the crisp beef jerky, 
the fiery papaya salad and the awesome 
dessert called "jewel dice," which is 
really the best Jell-0 you'll ever taste 
drowned in coconut milk. But that kai 
jiew moo saap called to me—what was 
it? Why was it so relatively affordable? 
Finally, I tookthe plunge. Visions of an 
entree worthy of Jonathan Gold danced 
in my mind. When the waitress gave me 
a strange look after I requested it, I got 
even more excited. 

The kai jiew moo saap finally came: 

It was just an omelet made of ham, 
served over rice. And ... that was it. 
Disappointed? Maybe. Delicious? Damn 
straight. Gracias , my fetishization ten¬ 
dencies; I just found a great Thai dive.

from the first bite why this slight modi¬ 
fication is as transformational as Jesus. 
Unlike the earthiness of masa made from 
corn, the rice flour makes the pupusa 
airier, softer, a tad sweeter. It sits lighter 
on the stomach, lets the other ingredients 
shine a bit more. Wash it down with Sal¬ 
vadoran horchata—a drink so fabulous it 
makes Mexican horchata taste like Flint 
water—and dream of pupusas becoming 
as much a playground for innovative chefs 
as aguachile.

Bulleit Buck at Zov’s Bistro 

B artenders around OC know I'll drink most 
anything except cocktails using ginger 
beer. Its weird because I love ginger every¬ 
thing, appreciate its snap—but I've always 
found its sudsy cousin annoying (then again, 
/might be the annoying one: I love everything 
banana except actual bananas). So leave it 
to Zov's Bistro to school me on the beauties 
of ginger beer. 

One usually doesn't associate the classic 
restaurant with hooch other than fine wines, 
but owner Zov Karamardian ramped up her 
bar program last year. Now on the menu are 
mules, old fashioneds, and a beautiful liba¬ 
tion using Hendrick's and St.-Germain. But 
it's the Bulleit Buck that I'm drinking nowa¬ 
days when popping in for lunch or dinner. 

THE DRINK 

It's straightforward: Bulleit bourbon, lemon 



juice, Peychaud's, simple syrup and the 
much-dreaded ginger beer. But the bartend¬ 
ers here let every ingredient have its say, 
with the ginger beer making a cameo that 
transforms the Bulleit Buck into something 
worthy of sipping on a muggy Bluegrass 
Country day, so refreshing and sneakily 
potent it is. Drink this up, and congratulate 
Zov on never resting on her well-deserved 
laurels—then order two more to make it a 
three-Buck lunch.

I s there a meal more delicious yet 

more underachieving than pupusas? 
The Salvadoran staple is a known 
quantity in OC, but it has never 
become a hipster favorite upon which to 
create new culinary adventures—never 
became an empanada, a banh mi, a 
bibimbap, or even pinche poke. Part of 
its appeal—and its limitation—is that it’s 
so straightforward: masa, cheese and 
ingredients inside, topped with curtido 
and a red salsa more savory than spicy. IPs 
nearly impossible to class up because pip¬ 
ing-hot cheese and the toastiness of the 
grilled masa overwhelm nearly any other 
flavor—a blessing and a curse that keeps it 
unapologetically working class. 

But there is one hack that elevates 
pupusas: order it made from maiz de 
arroz (rice flour). At El Amanecer Cafe, 
the finest Salvi spot in SanTana, you get

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Bipolar love rages through the urgent Touched With Fire

G rown-ups may wince, but Paul 
Dalio’s earnest, ambitious 
manic-poet romance Touched 
With Fire is a gift to the young 
and passionately creative, to the brains- 
a-poppin’ kids caught up in invention 
and one another and the invention of one 
another. You don’t have to be bipolar to 
get caught up yourself in the shared mania 
of Dalio’s institutionalized characters. 
Here are a writer (Katie Holmes) and a 
rhymer (Luke Kirby) torn from a world 
in which neither felt at home and now 
locked up in a mental hospital against 
their wills. They spar at first, as screen¬ 
plays demand, but then they spark, and 
like lit matchsticks pressed together, their 
minds blaze into something new and 
whole and wild. 

You may not have built, with plastic 
chairs and Play-Doh, a transmitter/rocket 
ship, as these two do in the hospital base¬ 
ment, but here’s hoping you’ve enjoyed 
at least some controlled version of this 
unifying conflagration. With high spirits 
and great tenderness, Dalio and his actors 
stir up what might be the greatest of 
youthful feelings: that as you get to know 
someone new, someone whose thinking 
rhymes with yours, you’re also becom¬ 
ing ever more yourself. The actors jabber, 
smile, finish each other’s sentences about 
the pyramids and how Van Gogh was 
manic, too. They stay up many nights in a 
row, spike the drink of the orderly tasked 


with separating them, and then convince 
themselves they’re about to unlock the 
universe’s secrets, which I fear have 
something to do with aluminum foil. 

Writer/director/co-editor Dalio also 
wrote the score, which chimes and tinkles 
insistently, empathetically, sometimes 
even intruding on the film’s reality: Early 
on, it plays in Kirby’s character’s junk 
shop of an apartment; later, it’s the jingle 
of a cellphone. In the early scenes of mania, 
as Dalio cants his camera and projects 
Starry Night over the room in which Kirby 
and Holmes rave, the music seems both to 
emanate from these characters and to be 
the element in which they are suspended. 
It’s as if the fruit chunks in a Jell-O salad 
could excrete the Jell-O itself. You might 
feel you’re in it yourself if you can go 
along with the film and forgive its iffy 
poetry and undergrad sensibilities. (To 
the latter: The Van Gogh talk gets thick, 
and in the hospital, Holmes’ character, the 
Berkeley-educated author of a respected 
book of verse, gives herself the name 
“Emily Lowell.”) 

No mind, relationship or film can sus¬ 
tain that high, of course. Dalio studied 
at NYU with Spike Lee, who serves as 
producer, and he has picked up his pro¬ 
fessor’s expressionistic vigor—and his 
willingness to double-stuff a movie. The 
camerawork becomes bolder as the char¬ 
acters egg each other on, but it doesn’t let 
up when they crash into depression later, 


or when they hole up in a secret garden in 
Brooklyn or light out on a cross-country 
road trip. Their funk is shot in an arrest¬ 
ing underwater blue, with elusive imagery 
of floating hair intercut with life’s drudg¬ 
ery; their escapes, meanwhile, are lush to 
the point of luridness, and as the lovers 
cavort beneath a waterfall, the film loses 
some clarity—you may get lost wondering 
whether any of this is meant literally to 
have happened. 

Dalio is a maximalist, and many of 
these later scenes are good, even if they’re 
sometimes incredible in all senses of the 
word. There’s high drama about parents 
and doctors trying to keep the lovers 
apart, about the anger and possibility of 
their child-rearing, about whether bipolar 
disorder is illness or gift. Dalio even wran¬ 
gles expert testimony on that last subject, 
enlisting the psychologist and author Kay 
Redfield Jamison—she wrote the study on 
bipolar disorder and creativity that gives 
the film its title—to meet the leads for 
lunch and advise them that, yes, seriously, 
they should stay on their meds. 

Not all of this works. A late confronta¬ 
tion between Kirby’s Marco, Holmes’ 
Carla and their parents is laboriously the¬ 
atrical, and the sequence of them painting 
their new loft in rapturous Starry Night 
swirls suggests that, instead of being 
misunderstood geniuses, maybe this duo 
should be decorating Montessori schools. 

But Dalio shoots the confrontations in 


scrappy long takes, letting his cast inter¬ 
rupt and talk over one another. His trust 
is rewarded: Holmes frumps and fevers 
triumphantly, but also with smart reserve: 
Carla’s face suggests what roils behind 
it, but she knows what to hold back 
from the rest of the world. Kirby has the 
showier role, but it’s less rich—Marco is 
the charismatic true believer, the prickly 
advocate for letting their minds romp 
unleashed from pharmaceuticals. It stings 
when Marco keeps at that even after Carla 
grows up—and it stinks when, in the late 
going, he sinks into brief villainy. But 
Kirby acts this from the inside out, with 
no hint of imitation, and he aces the dif¬ 
ficult task of making this disordered mind 
legible to us. 

I admit to slumping in my seat during 
the last couple of scenes, especially when 
Dalio goes all-in on that Rent promise 
that, for the young, living itself yields art. 
But the film is courageous and accom¬ 
plished, beautifully acted and moving 
for long, fitful passages. It may be loved 
beyond measure if it’s discovered by sad- 
beautiful teens, an audience with so much 
life ahead it needn’t be put off by impas¬ 
sioned overreach.

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OPENING 

A WAR (KRIGEN) Perhaps the best film yet 
set against the mess of the ongoing Middle 
Eastern wars, Tobias Lindholm's latest is a 
scrupulous, unglamorized examination of bat¬ 
tlefield decision-making—and its potentially 
devastating impacts, both there and back 
home. While American films have tended 
either toward the polemical or the heroic, 
the Danish Lindholm (A Hijacking ) aspires to 
a documentary-like naturalism, casting war 
vets as his soldiers and some actual Taliban 
as the locals they encounter. The Afghan 
scenes, filmed in Turkey, depict soldiers 
under great strain attempting to do what's 
right: to protect villagers from terrorists while 
also worrying those villagers might be terror¬ 
ists. Pilou Asbaek stars as Pedersen, an army 
commander struggling to keep the peace; 
meanwhile, we meet his wife Maria (Tuva 
Novotny), back home, who of course is strug¬ 
gling herself with kids shaken by their fathers 
absence. Pinned down underfire and fearing 
he might lose a wounded soldier, Pedersen 
calls for an airstrike against a target he hasn't 
fully vetted as non-civilian; in the film's sec¬ 
ond half, he gets court-martialed for this, and 
the ensuing military trial is as tense as the 
scenes of soldiering. Always compelling, A 
l/l/ardemands viewers engage with the kind 
of questions 13 Hours or American Sniper 
fear to take on, weighing the moral costs of 
"our" lives versus "theirs," asking what toll 
the choices that soldiers face exact upon 
them and taking a hard look at the impos¬ 
sibility of justice in many cases of civilian 
casualties. Lindholm manages all this without 
denying us the pleasures of suspenseful sto¬ 
rytelling, and without denying any character 
his or her due empathy. (R) Alan Scherstuhl.

DEADPOOL Deadpool is his film's own junky, 
retrograde RiffTrack, cracking endlessly about 
balls and gayness, about burn victims and 
90s bands and the conventions of superhero 
movies. Marvel comics' "mere with a mouth" 
is a sort of shock-jock Spider-Man, with the 
Punisher's arsenal, Wolverine's healing pow¬ 
ers, and the dialogue of one of those open- 
mic comedy dudes who believes its some 
kind of courageous truth-telling to point out 
that men like blowjobs. Onscreen, he can't go 
a minute without a one-liner about jerking off, 
or calling bad guys "cock thistle" or "wheez¬ 
ing bag of dick tips." In a tense moment in 
his pre-costume life, talking with his love 
(Morena Baccarin) over how he'll dealt with 
the cancer that's killing him, he spouts with 
some wistfulness, "If I had nickel for every 
time I spanked it to Bernadette Peters." 
Between the patter, Deadpoofs about splat¬ 
ter, some of it memorable: Deadpool pinballs 
the severed head of Mook A to take out Mook 
B, and he cheerily loses the use of every limb, 
Monty Python and the Holy Gra//-style, fight¬ 
ing the immovable Colossus (Stefan Kapi i), 
on loan from the X-Men movies. It's all too 
much, by design, and it's also by design that 
carping about it make you feel like a killjoy. 

Go ahead and go nuts if your life has a void 
in it that can only be filled by a superhero 
who gets an eyeful of Gina Carano and 
immediately declares that she must have a 
"wang"—and later compares her to Rosie 
O'Donnell. You just can't pretend it's radical, 
on-the-edge comedy when the hero picks the 
same joke targets as Donald Trump. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide.

ONGOING 

HAIL, CAESAR! A kick for those who've 


distractedly thumbed through Hollywood 
Babylon, Joel and Ethan Coen's bustling 
comedy Hail, Caesar! looks back to the 
waning days of moviedom's golden age: 
specifically, to 1951, when big-studio fix¬ 
ers were still tidying up the messes left 
by the talent. As we'd expect, the Coens' 
remembrance is mordant, but it also has a 
certain buoyancy—a quality rarely associ¬ 
ated with their films. The fizziness, though, 
proves fleeting. The central character, Eddie 
Mannix (Josh Brolin), is named after the 
outsize, real-life MGM executive who was 
tasked with keeping stars out of the gossip 
magazines. In Hail Caesar!, Mannix makes 
a 5 AM visit to the bungalow of a rising 
starlet posing for a sweaty photographer; 
he arrives just before the cops, called out 
to investigate a "possible French-postcard 
situation." It's a great line, one that shows 
off the filmmakers' ear for era- and milieu- 
specific language, a consistent pleasure 
in their movies. Mannix watches rushes of 
Hail, Caesar! A Tale of the Christ, a bibli¬ 
cal epic starring Baird Whitlock (George 
Clooney), a nitwit who is roofied on set by a 
pair of toga-clad extras working on behalf of 
a Communist cell. The movie idol is held for 
ransom by tweedy Red screenwriters who 
convince him of the nobility of their cause 
("Of course I'm for the little guy!"). That 
provides the main storyline into which the 
Coens braid multiple subplots. These revolve 
around other Capitol titles in production, 
many heading toward disaster. Knocked-up 
aqua-musical star DeeAnna Moran (Scarlett 
Johansson) is having trouble fitting into her 
mermaid costume, her predicament made 
funnier by Johansson's sharp tough-broad 
interpretation. But that verve is missing in 
too many other scenes. (PG-13) Melissa 
Anderson. Countywide. 

KUNG FU PANDA 3 There's essentially 
one joke in the Kung-Fu Panda movies. A 
ridiculous, adorable creature executes some 
extravagant action-flick flourish—vaulting 
over roofs, dropping a bad guy, striking a 
poster-perfect superhero pose. Then the 
battle music fades and that adorable crea¬ 
ture breaks badass character to remind us 
it's totally relatable, even human: It wheezes 
to catch its breath, it shouts "Awesome!" 
in disbelief at its own stunt choreography, 
it asks with gentle awkwardness whether 
all this kung-foolery is maybe a little much. 
That's a sturdy gag, endearing and adaptable: 
Adorable Creature Oscar Isaac works a vari¬ 
ation on it some ten minutes into The Force 
Awakens, tipping us off to the welcome fact 
that even for Star Wars people it's presump¬ 
tuous to don a cape and death-mask. But 
Kung-Fu Panda 3, while generous in cute¬ 
ness and sunset-backdrop beauty, stands as 
an unnecessary reminderthat even the best 
gag probably shouldn't power three full films, 
even afternoon-killers for the kiddos. Almost 
every moment of martial-arts action is under¬ 
cut by some spin on that single joke, and then 
every joke or moment of feeling is quickly 
dashed aside for another keep-us-dazzled 
moment of martial-arts action. The movie 
undercuts its own undercutting. And as with 
Shrek, Kung-Fu Panda 3is cause to wonder: 
What's it mean when kids' first exposure to 
hero's-journey story beats comes from self- 
aware meta-adventures whose creators feel 
obliged to let us know that they know those 
beats are tired and dumb? I don't quail for the 
children, but here's hoping that when they 
act out movie-like stories with their action 
figures they can do so earnestly, and not 
offer jokey half-assed apologies for being 
invested in something derivative. (PG) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

PRIDE AND PREJUDICE AND ZOMBIES 


You're probably right if you think you might 
get a couple laughs out of a movie titled 
Pride and Prejudice and Zombies. You're also 
right if you've guessed that this gung-ho but 
cruddy-looking mashup fails from A to Z: It's 
neither good Austen nor good zombie flick. 
But in those moments when it's bad at both at 
once it can be as delirious and delicious as 
the opening line of the lit-prank paperback it's 
based on: "It is a truth universally acknowl¬ 
edged that a zombie in possession of brains 
must be in want of more brains." If you like 
that, you might relish seeing warrior-daughter 
Elizabeth Bennet (Lily James) underscore 
a point of argument by popping the buttons 
off Mr. Darcy's waistcoat with a weaponized 
letter opener. You might cheer when Darcy 
(Sam Riley), now a colonel in the war against 
the living dead, works a feat of correspond¬ 
ing dexterity upon Elizabeth's bodice—with 
a fireplace poker. Elizabeth and Darcy spat 
and spar, dance and declaim, reeling through 
epigrammatic Austen dialogue with diction- 
class poise. It's not just cheek that gets this 
over. The scene has heat, danger, charm and 
words it's actually worth these actors' time to 
speak. Call it parody, pastiche, remix, what¬ 
ever—for some 30 minutes of its running 
time, Pride and Prejudice and Zombies tran¬ 
scend its premise to become something fresh 
and full-blooded. Too bad it wants for more 
of such inspiration. Other than the gowns 
and the cast, there's little here to look at. Too

much of the film is a drab drag, and once it 
leaves Austen behind for the usual good guy/ 
bad guy sword fights, it sinks into just another 
pointlessly violent waste of everyone's time, a 
no-joke slog that doesn't make zombies bet¬ 
ter—it makes Austen worse.

WHERETO INVADE NEXT "I've turned into 
this kind of crazy optimist," Michael Moore 
admits in his new documentary Where to 
Invade Next, his first film in six years. At 61, 
the gadfly savant has mellowed. Instead 
of charging into rooms, he shuffles, the 
American flag wrapped around his shoulders 
like a grandmother's shawl. The film opens 
like a sloppy stunt. Moore pretends that the 
Army, Navy, Air Force and Marines, wounded 
by their losses and pyrrhic victories in every 
war since Korea, have finally asked him 
for advice. Howto put the world to rights? 
Replies Moore, "Instead of using Marines, 
use me." Then the doc bursts into a montage 
of American sins: bank scandals, wrongful 
convictions, murdered abortion doctors, 
housing foreclosures. It's like Moore's best- 


of album, remixed. His hits are hasty and 
scattered. Pretending he has the chance to 
discharge the Marines, is he just going to 
misfire his own shotgun? Moore's conceit: 
He'll sail east on the USS Ronald Reagan to 
conquer Europe's best ideas. He visits the 
Continent's happier and more successful 
factories, schools and jails, where he literally 
plants the American flag and demands to 
take their innovations home. The Europeans 
awkwardly nod. Moore is curious about other 
countries' solutions to our seemingly perma¬ 
nent problems. As Moore treks on, his ques¬ 
tion expands from "What does your country 
get right?" to "What concepts does America 
have wrong?" A few: First, Americans don't 
cooperate, we compete. Second, women 
are underrepresented in powerful positions. 
Third, Americans have stopped protesting. 
Finally, above all, Americans have stopped 
believing that change is possible—the 
cynicism we're choking on is fatal. (R) Amy 
Nicholson.

Red Dead Redemption 

Bowers Museum takes on the color’s history in its latest exhibit

I n John Logan’s play Red, two artists 
talk about the titular color, shar¬ 
ing their very opposing views on 
what it represents. As the younger, 
more naive artist talks about wine, lip¬ 
stick, beets, tulips and peppers, the other 
shuts him down with two words: “Arte¬ 
rial spray.” Passion and love are briefly 
silenced by the image of a cut throat. 

The current exhibition at Bowers 
Museum, “The Red That Colored the 
World,” doesn’t have any explicit neck 
slashing, just a short time line of how 
Mexican cochineal—beetles that feed off 
the pads of prickly-pear cacti—became the 
international source for a color coveted by 
the world’s elite, suggests that more than a 
few bodies piled up during that history. 

That bloodshed is only hinted at in the 
curatorial notes, which essentially keeps its 
head down and, like a dry high-school history 
teacher, just focuses on the facts: It’s safe to 
say the death count began with the Spanish 
incursion into Mexico in the early 16th cen¬ 
tury and its savaging of the Aztecs, a people 
who were already no stranger to blood-letting 
and human sacrifice. Indigenous people had 
cultivated the insects, boiling and pulverizing 
them, the resulting bug juice initially used 
to create body paint. When wool was mixed 
with the dye—depending on the length of 
time, quality of the fabric, water and mor¬ 
dant—the crushed insects created a rich rain¬ 
bow of crimson, ranging from pale salmon to 
a lobster orange to wine or dark purple. 

Red’s power to draw the eye helped it 
become the international visual standard 
of power and status. Spain exported the 
powder, its luscious rarity in demand for 
the Europeans who could afford it: roy¬ 
alty, the rich and the elite. Clothing was 
made, portraits commissioned, furniture 
assembled. As some countries in Europe 
received it—and others, such as England, 
were shut out—it became valuable enough 
that pirates looted ships that were carry¬ 
ing it. Artists used it heavily for religious 
paintings (El Greco’s El Salvador Aposto- 
lado, featured at the Bowers, features it in 
the red robes of Christ), and kings began 
demanding it as tribute during tax season. 

The first part of the exhibition is top- 
heavy with textiles and blankets, with 
only a stray piece of pottery (the massive 
Michoacan lacquered wood bated) or 
furniture (one believed to have belonged 
to Napoleon). “Red” really kicks into gear 
with the art and the ultimately too-brief 
detective stories assigned to tracking the 
cochineal in each artifact. Not every red (or 
variation) that you see displayed is cochi¬ 
neal, and the close-ups and white arrows 
pointing out what is (and isn’t), all con¬ 
firmed by DNA, is fascinating enough to 


demand a section of the gallery all its own. 

At first glance, Portrait of a Young Woman 
With a Harpsichord resembles any number 
of paintings of the rich and wealthy. She’s 
wearing an elaborate red dress in a flower- 
and-leaf pattern; it’s the first thing that 
draws our eye, covering more than half the 
canvas, but after a few more moments with 
the piece, you see the blush of her cheeks 
and the color of her lips on the expression¬ 
less face, tiny red flowers pinned into her 
white powdered wig, and the red chords 
painted onto the ivory of her harpsichord. 

There are variations of the color all over 
19th-century New Mexico santero Pedro 
Antonio Fresquis’ decorative nicho, Our 
Lady of Saint John of the Lakes. Faded 
with time, its reds are still vibrant, the 
lone female figure on a small theatrical 
stage, surrounded by painted curtains of 
a cochineal and vermilion mix, standing 
erect on a tiny platform within the nicho, 
hands folded in prayer. She looks as if she’s 
been carved out of soft wood, but she’s 
actually layers of gesso and fabric molded 
into shape. The one-dimensional retablo 
of Saint Raphael, Catholic patron saint 
of travelers, by New Mexico painter and 
cartographer Bernardo Miera y Pacheco is 
also captivating: the devotional art features 
the winged archangel with his common 


tropes: a fish in one hand, a staff in the 
other, an armored breastplate on his chest 
and a bright-red cape flapping in the wind. 

When synthetic dyes were discovered, 
the labor-intensive cochineal dropped out 
of favor, but it is now getting a revival via 
the back-to-nature movement. The final 
section of the show closes with a gallery 
full of modern fabrics, designer wear, jew¬ 
elry and art reinvigorated by the ancient 
technology: Moises Martinez Velasco’s 
delicate, striking silk and metal necklace 
of cochineal-colored flowers reminiscent 
of the tiny blossoms in Portrait of a Young 
Woman. Arthur Lopez’s irreverent Hey 
Zeus and Mary Jane Magdalene, with 
Mary and Jesus in Mexican peasant hip¬ 
pie drag, flashing peace signs from below 
their haloes. Bringing us full circle is a 
diamond twill skirt that pulsates in the 
dim lighting as though a Rothko, only part 
of it—a rectangle—lit by the gallery light¬ 
ing, the barely perceptible edge of illumi¬ 
nation undefined and smoothly blending 
into the darkness of the cloth above it.

Feel around your friends list first. 

Whether you prefer keeping your gifting 
list to a minimum or a broad group of 
friends, make sure you're making cards 
for those who will truly appreciate them. 
Puns are great. Hard to imagine humor 
not being essential to good holiday cards, 
especially punny one-liners, so make 
your verses playful. "You've got a pizza 
my heart" will always trump "Roses are 
red, violets are blue..." 

Use themes. One year, I made friends' 
hearts swoon with film-themed cards. 
Use something that reflects your inter¬ 
ests and aesthetic: rock-music legends, 
food, cats, memes—you name it. 

Copies are okay. Just because this is a 
fun project doesn't mean it won't be time- 
consuming. If you've got a large number 
to make, create four or five distinct 
designs and print copies of each for every 
pal—just personalize the message inside. 
Any medium is fine. If you don't have 
painting, drawing or inking skills, bust out 
the old magazines and scissors to make 
a vibrant collage. 

Yes, they can be racy. If you and your 
boo are at that point, go ahead and make 
that scandalous V-Day card. Bae mine!

Learning It Old-School 

Jason ‘J DOGG’ Kirkpatrick of Lefty’s Tattoo 


F or about a year and a half, Jason 
“J DOGG” Kirkpatrick hung 
around tattoo shops in Newport 
Beach, starting in 1996. "I was 
just in the right place at the right time at 
Balboa Tattoo to get my apprenticeship,” 
he says. “I was doing some work for the 
owner, and it turned into an apprentice¬ 
ship. It was just kind of a fluke.” 

That’s the way it used to be in tattoo¬ 
ing—before you could easily purchase 
a machine online or learn the craft via 
YouTube tutorials. The veteran ink slinger 
and manager of Lefty’s Tattoo in Orange 
doesn’t have a ton of followers on social 
media, hasn’t been on a TV show, and isn’t 
considered a “legend.” But it’s in his old- 
school training that Kirkpatrick’s bona 
fides come through. 

Even before he officially started, 
Kirkpatrick was mentored by the late 
Joseph “Snoopy” Leachman, who would 
take the Anaheim native to his home¬ 
town’s most famous shop, Good Time 
Charlie’s Tattooland. 

“I was still just a high-school kid,” Kirk¬ 
patrick recalls of that time. “I would just 
hang around there until they’d kick me 
out every day, and then I’d come back the 
next day until they’d tell me to kick rocks 
again. I think that’s how I proved my 
worth: I was just always hanging around.” 

Lefty’s opened in 1998, and it seemed 
like the perfect fit for the young artist. 
Kirkpatrick is now one of the most recog¬ 
nizable faces at the long-standing Orange 
shop. As with most tattooers, Kirkpatrick 
has seen his ups and downs in the indus¬ 
try, but he considers himself lucky for the 
most part. 

“It’s been a pretty easy road for me, 
but it’s still been a struggle,” Kirkpatrick 
says. “For the first five or six years, I was 
sleeping on couches because I didn’t have 
the money to pay rent. Just because it 
was easy for me doesn’t mean I was mak-

ing a lot of money. I still don’t make a lot 
of money, but I enjoy what I do, and I 
wouldn’t have it any other way.” 

For Kirkpatrick, part of the enjoyment 
of tattooing is the challenge of keeping up 
with the latest and greatest of the indus¬ 
try. “There’s always something new, so it’s 
always fun,” he says. “I think once you’re 
not having fun anymore, that’s when you 
get stale and it’s time to go do something 
else in life. There are always people doing 
new things, and if you can’t keep up with 
them, then maybe it’s time to move on. 

“It’s cool to see things get reinvented,” 
Kirkpatrick adds. “It’s cool to see some¬ 
thing you thought couldn’t be done. It 
sucks to be proven wrong sometimes, but 
it’s cool to see that whenever I feel like 
I’m stuck creatively.” 

Kirkpatrick favors some styles over 
others, and he welcomes the opportunity 
to do classic designs such as skulls. But 
he realizes that many of today’s clients 
don’t want something they’ve seen on 
other people. 

“Back when I was tattooing in New¬ 
port, it was pretty much all walk-ins,” 
Kirkpatrick says. “Now, people act like 
it’s a sin to get something off the wall, but 
we paint all of the flash in the shop right 
here. You’re not going to see that design 
in another shop, and that’s how a lot of 
shops are. It’s not a bad thing to go in and 
pick something off the wall.”

Message From a Black Fan 

Phil Anselmo’s racist bullshit has no place in metal. Fuck that guy!

M etalheads find themselves 
in a very uncomfortable 
position right now thanks 
to Phil Anselmo. And I have 
to say that’s a good thing. We need to feel 
every ounce of it while it lasts. 

Millions of Pantera fans were glued 
to YouTube a couple of weekends ago, 
replaying the final seconds of the Jan. 22 
Dimebash 2016 at the Lucky Strike Live 
in Hollywood, where Anselmo drunkenly 
gives a sieg heil salute and shouts, “White 
power!” at the crowd with every ounce of 
strength in his strained vocal chords. Days 
later, he blamed the slip-up on too much 
pinot grigio. In response, Machine Head 
front man Robb Flynn, who was briefly 
onstage with Anselmo playing “New 
Level” in the late Dimebag Darrell’s stead, 
uploaded an 11-minute video condemning 
the incident and the metal community for 
letting such racist behavior go unchecked 
for years. It went viral. 

In the time it took the belligerent, beer- 
bellied front man to pull this drunken 
stunt, he turned what was supposed to 
be a tribute to Pantera’s guitarist into 
a lightning rod of controversy. He may 
as well have just spit on Dime’s grave. I 
watched the clip about half a dozen times. 
The more times I clicked on it, the angrier 
I got. Not just because of what I saw, but 
for all the stuff the video didn’t capture. 
For a second, I saw myself in that crowd. 
Because I could’ve easily been there. And 
as a black person, that idea is more than 
unsettling. Mostly because I consider 
myself a fan of the band. 

Watching Anselmo spew this racist 
bullshit, I immediately thought of the 
minority Pantera fans in that crowd who 
had to hear that, turn around, shuffle 
through the crowd and hope that hate 
speech didn’t make a dozen other low¬ 
lifes feel as if they had the license to fuck 
with any brown person they saw. I’d like 
to think most Pantera fans at this show, 
especially in a city as diverse as LA, would 
be repulsed by Anselmo’s actions. But you 
can never be sure. And as a black person 
outnumbered in a sea of white males 
amped up on aggressive music and what¬ 
ever else, that kind of thing is always in 
the back of my mind, even when I don’t 
want to admit it. 

I grew up in Orange County, going to 
punk and metal shows. My father was a 
professor of African-American studies at 
Cal State Fullerton for decades. I grew up 
studying black history and culture inten¬ 
sively prior to college. Yet sometimes all 
the knowledge and pride about my peo¬ 
ple’s history felt like a curse while grow¬ 
ing up in a place where none of it seemed 


to be reflected in the world around me. 

I spent a lot of time feeling angry about 
that, as an outsider in my nearly all-white 
community. And through my teens, the 
only forms of music that really reflected 
the anger I felt were punk and metal. The 
music became an outlet—whether I was 
playing my bass, blaring music through 
my headphones or going to shows. It was 
music meant for outcasts, a club to which 
I felt I belonged. 

Yet even within that community, it was 
apparent that at any time, at backyard par¬ 
ties or crowded shows where I was alone 
or with a small group of people, the tune 
could change instantly if someone decided 
to single me out. And it did happen. The 
first time a couple of racist dudes ran up on 
me in a mosh pit and seriously tried to harm 
me solely because of what I look like... the 
memory stays with me. Same with the sec¬ 
ond time. And the third. After a while, eyes 
in the back of my head became just another 
accessory I would put on before going to a 
show. Watching Anselmo’s clip definitely 
triggered those memories. 

It’s just reality—you can choose to let 
it intimidate you or not. I refuse to let 
intimidation dissuade me from going to 
any metal or punk show because, for the 
most part, I’ve gotten more acceptance 
from white people (or any race for that 
matter) in either of these scenes than I 
could’ve ever asked for growing up. And 
the majority of the time, I wouldn’t know 
who the racists in the club were because 
they would never dare let it be known in 


public or to say anything to my face. For 
that reason, Anselmo’s afterward feels like 
an even bigger insult—to my intelligence. 

It’s well-documented that this wasn’t 
the first racist thing to come out of 
Anselmo’s mouth. It was his choice to 
get onstage and say something he knew 
would offend people of all races. So is 
hiding behind alcohol and his inability to 
control his emotions last month supposed 
to make that okay? And to hear him apolo¬ 
gize for it now just makes him sound like 
a pussy. Not only that, but he makes all the 
racist idiots who defended him look like 
fools as well. I’ve always been of the opin¬ 
ion that whether you’re racist or not, I’d 
prefer to know where you stand and just 
be real about it—why hide your feelings 
if you’re so goddamn proud of your supe¬ 
riority? As Flynn mentions in the video, 
people in this country will always have 
the right to free speech, but not freedom 
from the criticism of that speech. 

In Anselmo’s case, I can’t think of too 
many metal front men who preached 
about sticking to his guns and living life 
unapologetically with more ferocity. It’s 
what drew me to Pantera’s music in the 
first place. How am I supposed to believe 
any of it now, after he got called out and 
has buckled and apologized? Yes, people 
make mistakes. But at this point in his 
career, to do what he did and say what 
he said, these willful actions are another 
example of his choices, not his mistakes. 
He knew he did wrong and is now going to 
pay for it with the final shreds of his career. 


That’s the only reason he’s apologizing. 

I’m not saying these kinds of problems 
with race don’t exist in other genres of 
music—they do. But more often than not, 
in my experience, the post-racial apolo¬ 
gists have been more willing to let it slide 
when it comes to metal. 

There were times when I stayed quiet 
in mixed company as some racism came 
out of people’s mouths, for the sake of not 
being that guy—the angry, black man who 
people expected me to turn into—because 
I didn’t want to give anyone the satisfac¬ 
tion of seeing me upset. And indeed, when 
I said the metal community was put in a 
tough spot because of Anselmo’s remarks, 
I include myself in that. Our paper cham¬ 
pions a lot of musicians of all ethnicities 
and creeds, including some Pantera in the 
loads of lists and stories we put out about 
the genre. That’s no accident. We love our 
metal bands. 

But it’s clear by the reaction to the 
video of the Anselmo incident that we’ve 
broken new ground in the metal world. 
And I have to be a part of that, not only 
as a metal-loving minority, but also as a 
journalist and an editor. That means being 
uncomfortable for a while. And probably 
writing about Pantera’s collective awe¬ 
someness a whole lot less, even though it 
was only one guy who put a damper on it. 
As for their lead singer, allow me to echo 
Flynn in saying goodbye, Phil Anselmo. 
Regardless of my skin color, you’ve lost yet 
another fan.

We Got the 
Beat (Again) 

The revival of Vietnamese new wave in Little Saigon

W hile most American teen¬ 
agers growing up in the 
1980s idolized Madonna 
and saved their weekly 
allowances to attend a concert with A 
Flock of Seagulls, the Vietnamese-Ameri- 
can youth in Orange County obsessed over 
singers such as Henry Chuc, Lynda Trang 
Dai, Tommy Ngo, Thai Tai and Trizzie 
Phuong Trinh—the pioneers of what has 
become known as Vietnamese new wave. 
And for many of these fans—most of 
whom are now in their 40s and have their 
own teens to worry about—their wild¬ 
est dreams have come true. More than 30 
years later, five of the biggest new wave stars 
picked up where their careers left off and 
reunited to form the New Wave Tour, per¬ 
forming for longtime fans around the globe. 

“Everyone else [in the ’80s] was listen¬ 
ing to American new wave, but for some 
strange reason, all of us discovered Euro¬ 
pean new wave, and we liked it better,” 

Tai says. In Orange County, San Jose and 
over in Texas, where immigrant families 
settled after fleeing from communist 
forces during the Vietnam War, everyone 
was listening to CC Catch, Modern Talk¬ 
ing, Sandra and Bad Boys Blue—popular 
’80s German artists. European new wave 
was a softer mix of Eurodisco and Italo, 
and Vietnamese-Americans went wild 
over it. “I have no idea how the music 
got here in the States, and to be honest, I 
don’t know if it was even that big where 
it originated,” Trinh laughs. “But at the 
time, when I was 18,19, everyone here 
was jamming to it. You’d be driving down 
Bolsa Street, and you’d hear people blast¬ 
ing new wave from their cars.” 

Throughout the late ’80s and early ’90s, 
Vietnamese-American cover artists began 
flocking to Little Saigon to book clubs 
and variety shows such as Paris By Night. 
Chuc ventured from El Monte; Trinh 
came from Redmond, Washington; and 
Tai moved from Dallas, Texas, to finish 
high school. Eventually, even singers from 
Vietnam would have to come to America 


to catch their big break. “Orange County 
was the Hollywood for the Vietnamese 
music industry,” Trinh says. “Even the 
biggest Vietnamese production compa¬ 
nies are here.” 

Singers booked gigs at casinos and local 
clubs with flashy names such as Rex, Ritz 
and Diamond. It was at these clubs that 
all the “new wavers,” as they called them¬ 
selves, would meet one another. Some 
went on national tours together, while 
others recorded albums. Others, includ¬ 
ing Dai and Ngo, would go on to marry 
each other. 

And then, as all music revolutions tend 
to do, Vietnamese new wave slowly began 
to fade away. By the mid ’90s, new wavers 
had retired from singing and pursued 
other careers, though the strong commu¬ 
nity ties kept them in Orange County. 

Then in early 2015, Dai got a call from a 
longtime Vietnamese new wave fan who 
was organizing a charity event in Dallas. 
“I’d been wanting a new wave reunion 
for a long time, so I thought of the most 
famous singers from back then off the 
top of my head and called them up,” Dai 
recalls. Everyone immediately jumped at 
the opportunity to join the revival tour; to 
their surprise, the shows began selling out 
right away. 

“I would look out into the audience and 
see everyone singing the words,” Dai says. 
“I was shocked at how much people still 
remembered and love new wave. They 
never forgot about us.” 

Getting reacquainted with their stardom 
has been a surreal experience. “This is very 
rare in the Vietnamese community that we 
managed a comeback,” Trinh says. 

“I think it’s rare for anyone to have a 
good comeback,” Tai adds.

Bowing to Bowie

T he word artist gets thrown around recklessly 
in the music industry, but for the late David 
Bowie, it's a well-deserved title that should be 
worn like a crown. He had the ability to connect 
with people, whether calling to casual admir¬ 
ers or hypnotizing diehard fans, and he did it for 
decades. His unexpected death on Jan. 10 trig¬ 
gered an enormous outpouring of love and cel¬ 
ebration, and on Saturday, several local bands 
will perform a tribute to the Thin White Duke at 
the Wayfarer. A portion of the event's proceeds 
will be donated to the Bowie-approved charity 
War Child, which protects and supports children 
affected by armed conflicts. 

The bill features nine bands that span folk, 
indie pop and rock—including Hank and Her 
Ponies, the Gromble, and the Futures League— 
and each act will deliver a two-song, strictly 
Bowie set. 

The day after the icon's passing, Lauren Cha¬ 
nel Cobb, lead singer for indie noir group Hank 
and Her Ponies, was sitting at her piano play¬ 
ing a Bowie tune when it occurred to her that 
someone should put together a local tribute. She 
reached out to the Wayfarer's talent buyer, Eric 
Keilman, who not only loved the idea, but also 
grew the concept from a few bands celebrating 
the late musician into an all-out Bowie bash. 

"As an artist, Bowie was constantly chang¬ 
ing," Cobb says. "He had this quote about being 
aesthetically promiscuous, and that always 
stayed with me. I loved that idea, 'aesthetically 
promiscuous,' and that's just how he lived. He'd 
close a chapter with one record and start new 
with something totally different. I think that mind¬ 
set applies to this show." 

Hank and Her Ponies emerged with an old- 
time country feel, but over the past year, the 
group ventured into a more upbeat style that 
surfaces on their Wildfire EP The Bowie show

led them further into experimental waters, and 
after reaching into his repertoire, they're step¬ 
ping farther out of their comfort zone—much to 
the band's delight. 

"The Bowie show has definitely moved us 
into a more aggressive fashion," bassist Ryan 
Bartholemysays. "But that's what's great about 
this show. So many different bands hopped on 
and can try newthings; I think it's gonna blow the 
doors off the place." 

When the Wayfarer threw out an inquiry on 
Facebook, the Gromble's front man, Spencer 
Askin, immediately jumped at the chance. The 
band had already booked several shows atthe 
Costa Mesa venue in support of their debut, full- 
length album, Jayus, but the opportunity to honor 
Bowie was irresistible. 

"I think the reason I was so drawn to the 
show—even though we're playing there quite 
a bit—is because it's a great way for the com¬ 
munity to come together and rally behind some¬ 
thing," Askin says. 

Jon Arman, lead singer of rock outfit the 
Futures League, remembers growing up on 
Bowie, thanks to his parents, but he didn't fully 
connect with the music until he picked it back up 
as a teenager. Now that he's onstage himself, he 
appreciates the seemingly effortless complex¬ 
ity found in some of Bowie's tunes. "When you 
hear it outside of the recorded format, you think, 
'Wow, there are so many things going on that I 
didn't even see or hear,"' Arman says. "He does 
it in a way that you don't notice how technical 
some of his songs are." 

As for the local tribute show, Arman hopes 
this will be the first of many, adding, "I hope this 
doesn't just happen in the wake of his death; I 
hope stuff like this continues to happen for years. 
Good music doesn't go away, so I'm sure it will."
